Nine 


E  WAS  BORN  on  the  eighth  of  January,  the  first  month ;  8  and  i  make 
9.  He  got  his  first  job  on  the  ninth  ;  he  left  home  for  the  first  time  on 
the  ninth;  he  was  married  on  the  ninth,  which  was  an  occasion  for  re- 
joicing; his  wife  left  him  on  the  ninth,  which  was  another  occasion  for 
rejoicing.  Practically  everything  of  importance  which  happened  to  him  happened  to 
him  on  the  ninth  or  somehow  through  the  aid  of  nine.  When  the  nine  did  not  appear 
alone,  neat  and  intact,  he  would  manipulate  days,  months  and  years  so  as  to  make  the 
numbers  add  up  to  nine  or  to  be  divisible  by  nine.  For  example,  he  was  made  cashier 
of  the  bank  on  the  fourteenth  of  March,  the  third  month.

He 
was  the  typical  small  town  sheriff  with  the  usual  rolling  cud  of  tobacco.  He  laid  his 
elbow  on  the  window  ledge  of  the  car  and  spat.  To  save  his  life,  the  cashier  could 
not  have  said  a  word  then.  He  was  terror  stricken  as  though  in  the  presence  of  Fate 
itself. 

"Git  out,"  ordered  the  man.     "I'm  agoin'  to  search  yore  car." 

"What  do  you  mean  you  are  going  to  search  my  car?"  he  managed  to  gasp.  "What 
are  you  after  ?"
